Work  on  the  third  St.  Luke's 
church  building  was  begun  in 
1920  with  Lewis  Bachman,  G. 
Neubert,  Charles  Beck.  Andrew 
Lang  and  H.  Foilstaedt.  on  the 
building  committee.  Lewis  Bach- 
man dre.v  up  plans  and  super- 
vised construction  of  the  brick 
structure,  which  cost  more  than 
$20,000. 

In  addition  to  his  hard  labor  on 
the  church,  Mr.  Bachman,  an  ex- 
pert carpenter,  found  time  to 
carve  an  altar,  pulpit  and  lectern 
which  grace  the  church  chancel. 
Later  he  fashioned  a baptismal 
font  and  vestry  table. 

The  church  was  completed  on 
August  14,  1927,  when  Rev.  Wal- 
ter Hofius  opened  the  doors  and 
led  the  congregation  into  their 
new  place  of  worship. 

In  1934,  the  depression  made 
itself  felt  in  St.  Luke’s  Church, 
and  a unique  method  v'as  adopt- 
ed to  assist  in  paying  off  the 
debt.
